strom of destruction and suffering acd 
death he fired his shot for liberation 
of the captive conscience of the world.

"On such an occasion as this, amid

"Sleeping in these hallowed grounds 


are thousands of Americans who have 
given their blood for the. baptism of 
freedom and its maintenance, armed 
exponents of the nation's conscience. 
It is better and nobier for their deeds.

This Is 
the fox that ate the squirrel tnat stole

Nature iibes one pest to fight another. 


Each of the crwitnros mentioned Is a 
pest; yet each Is capable of useful 
work. 


Moths nnd butterflies lay hundreds 


of eggs at a time, ao that If nothing 
preject on entttpillars \v« should soon 
have not a single green leaf In the 
country. But we must huve moths 
nnd butterflies to fertilise flowers The 
chief foe of (he caterpillar la the 
Ichneumon-fly, nhtch IHJ-S PKE^ tn him 
as hi crawls on n leaf. Thtse eggs 
hatch Icto grubs anJ kill the cater- 
pillar. 


The Ichneumon-fly Is enten by smnll 


birds **hlch do useful work in this 
wny, though In other wsys they arc 
peats, for they eat tht farmer's corn. 
They nre kept In check by cucfcoos, 
hawks, crows, and magpies. 
These 


birds ot prey. If their growth was un- 
checked, would soon kill all the game 
In the country. Squirrels nnd other 
birds keep thorn down by stealing thetr 
eggs. Squirrels ore preyed upon by 
foxes, which, as we have no wild 
beasts tn this country, must be kept 
In check by mnn.

Parts Physician Sueteiiful In Treating 


Disease with Uee or Bleed 


From the Horse.

heads and hearts full of eratltude and 
solemn reverence, Oneonta, aa repre- 
sented by an assemblage that, despite 
the chll! and damp of the day, crowd- 
ed many ranks deep about the inlaza 
in Huntinston park, stood In silence 
for two minuses while the body of the 
warHor was being lowered into the 
grave and then turned lt« attention to 
it supplementary program highly ap- 
propriate to (he occasion. 


Simple yet deeply impressive was 


the tribute to the sacred memory of 
tliose brave men who sleep but to 
wake In greater giory, Former com- 
rades In the service, mothers, fathers 
and friends — all united in expressing 
their debt of gratitude and love. Tlie 
ceremonies were sponsored and con- 
ducted by the American legion, hut 
the observance was not confined to 
lesion members — rather it was a com- 
munity affair in which all clauses and 
ages ixart foliated, 


The legion met at the armory, at 


11:15 o'clock and, escorted by city- of- 
ficials, Company Q in command 
of 


Captain I'. M, H. .Jackson. Company 
(i band, and representatives of the 
Spanish War Veterans, marched to 
Huntinjfton j>ark by way of FairvJew, 
Main, Chestnut and Church streets. At 
Academy street the echool children of 
the city joined the procession and at 
the enti-ance to the park the Boy 
Scouts fell in line.

numbers run far Into the thousands. 
The precise contrary is, however, tftc 
case, Elementary materials Arft few 
in number and equally few are tho 
chemical and mechanical operations 
required to transform, them into an al- 
most endless number ot shades ana 
tints, 
Fivo elementary su balances 


only, carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, nitro- 
gen and auljihur. 
Others play only 


minor parts." 


The speaker illustrated with a cnart 


the result of soft coat being broken 
up by heat without access 10 air and 
the IE crudo substances obtained, rep- 
resenting only a small percentage of 
the weight of the coal- The speaker 
then explained how these substances, 
for Instance, carbon, uniting with 
other atomo form an Infinite variety 
of compounds, tho study of which has 
been called organic chemistry. 


From these IS crudes secured, some 


300 intermediate products analogous 
to aniline are manufactured. From 
these, in turn, are mad^ some 1*00 
dyes which are sold under 5,000 dif- 
ferent brands. The 1913 report of the 
U. S,' customs listed 
5,671 
distinct 


brands of synthetic dyes, imported 
chiefly from Germany, 
The chemical operations by which 


this manufacture is accomplished are 
few. 
Were one of you to visit a dye 


or intermediate factory, • said 
the 


speaker, you would doubtless be Im- 
pressed with tho lar^o iron kettles, 
either ivater-jacketed, for cooling, or 
equipped with steam coils or other 
heating device, the tops bolted on and 
provided 
with 
m-.t,hanical 
etlrrer. 


These, your guides would designate 
as nitrators. sulphon&tors or fusion 
kettles. Lon^r racks containing wooden 
or Iron frames covered with cloth 
through which solutions .vero being 
pumped you would be told wcro tlT* 
filter presses. Large wooden tubs, so 
arranged, that solutions could be made 
to flo«' from one side to the other
